And we pay 
for membership jm the Red Cross 
the same as the others, and the 
money goes to take care ol our 
Friend, and the little kids who has 
been made orphants bv the war. 
Am not religious myself, but would 
not like to call a man’s children 
subjects of charity who had gave 
his life in the Allied cause. Or 
how would it sond if some one 
said our wounded lads were cared. 
for by a charitable society when 
the Red Cross nurses took care ot 
them. It may be charity in one 
sense, but not the kind most people 
infer.
